EJ okays construction for 40 
boat slips in South Arm 


Construction of a 40 slip municipal 
docking facility was authorized at 
jast Wednesday night’s city council 
meeting in East Jordan. 

The project is expected to get 
underway soon after July 4. Low bid 
was awarded to Coastal Construction, 
a firm out of Muskegon, at a cost of 
$25,200. Fourteen other firms had bid 
on the project. 

Coastal originally bid $24,200 on 
the project. The additional $1,000 will 
cover the cost of rub strips which 
were not included in the city’s 
original bid proposal. 

Despire the added cost, Coastal’s 
bid was considerably lower than the 
city had anticipated paying for the 
project. The city had budgeted 
$35,000 to cover half the project. 

The docking facility is expected to 
be completed in early August. 

In other business, East Jordan 
received recommendations from Bob 
Thomas, who did the city’s auditing 
for this year. Thomas suggested that 
the city budget does not meet with 
the state uniform bookkeeping 
system. A recommendation was made 
to all members of council to attend a 
state held budgeting seminar. 

Thomas said that the substance of 


the East Jordan budget seemed fine, 
he recommended changes in form, 

Mayor Bill Merwin commended city 
workers for their extra efforts during 
the city’s 6% hour power outage last 
week. With the help of portable 
generators, workers were able to keep 
water and sewage systems in 
Operation. 

Police Chief Joe Hammond said 
that the power blackout caused diffi- 
culty for the police department. 

‘*We know now what to prepare for 
if the blackout had been a more 
serious emergeticy situation,”’ 
Hammond said. ‘‘Radio dispatch was 
the big problem with no power and 
just one car.”’ 

Council discussed the possibility of 
obtaining portable generators for 
future emergencies and directed sup- 
erintendent Mike Dionne to look into 
purchasing circuit breakers for the 
safety of workers using the existing 
generator. 

The city accepted an emergency 
personnel notification list in the event 
of a water contamination emergency. 
The proposal for such a document was 
submitted by Dionne and studied by 
charter and ordinance committee 


before going to council. 


Department heads and interested 
council members were invited to meet 
with county emergency services direc- 
tor Earl Muma at 7 p.m. Wednes- 
day, July 11, at city hall. Muma will 
review various county emergency 
plans. 

The city received a commendation 
from the American Waterworks As- 
sociation for having no waterworks 
related accidents in 1983. 

Council agreed to contract the 
county equalization department for 
property assessment services with 
recommendations that the county per- 
form more inspections and a county 
representative attend city board of 
review meetings. The city also recom- 
mended that the department be more 
accountable to the city. Council acted 
on these recommendations following 
Boyne City’s Monday night action to 
do so. 

Council temporarily declined a $600 
donation made by Friends of Elm 
Pointe. A stipulation in the donation 
tequested that the city accept the 
donation as reimbursement for the 
purchase of swimming buoys placed 
at Elm Pointe. 

Council member Pat Sweet pointed 
out that the city had budgeted money 
for Elm Pointe buoys and there was 
ho reason for such a reimbursement 
and did not feel the city should accept 
a donation with ‘strings attached."’ 

“This is the sort of thing that leads 
to problems between the city and 
organizations,’’ Sweet said. 

Mayor Merwin informed the 
Friends of Elm Pointe that the city 
will be more than happy to accept a 


donation but without any stipulations — 


attached. 

Council decided to defer action on 
hiring of a new attorney until the next 
council meeting. Only one application 
had been submitted and was received 
after the June 15 cut-off date. 

In a special session Wednesday 
night city council appointed Kathy 
O'Rear to replace Sue Blevins as city 
clerk. 

Mrs. O’Rear was chosen from fwo 
finalists for the $14,000 position. She 
is a resident of East Jordan and will 
be leaving her current position with 
Family Federal Savings and Loan in 
Charlevoix to begin her city jop 
Monday, July 2. 


agreed to contract with the county 
Equalization Department for 1984- 
1985 city assessments. Frykberg said 
the director Joan Blanchard approved 
the contract which includes four 
stipulations: more on-site inspections 
to ensure accuracy and bring rolls up 
to date; more equalization among 
properties rather than total equaliza- 
tion; increased accountability to the 
city and its board of review; and 


responsibility by the equalization dep- 
artment for sending a representative 
to review board meetings, for record- 
ing at the meetings, and also for 
notices of the meetings, as outlined 
by law. 

City treasurer Edith Beck pointed 
out that tax bills would be out Friday. 
They will be the full 100 percent of 
city tax plus 50 percent of school tax 
in the summer collection. 


Beck noted that the fee charged is 
not the illegal collection fee, but it is 
“‘strictly for the assessing and review 
process and the collection and mailing 
costs in the administration of the 
tax.’’ 

Frykberg said the city had eight 
young people at work from the state 
Youth Employment and Training 
program.

In 1976, Horton Bay helped the 
nation celebrate its 200th birthday on 
the Fourth of July, with a full-fledged 
patade, picnic, and dedication of the 
Horton Bay area as a State Historical 
Site. 

Since then, Fourth of July parades 
have been held every other year, on 
even-number years, because the 
handful of residents who undertake 
the staging need a breather between 
times. 

Now, 1984 is here and so will be 
the Horton Bay plarade. 

Between 75 and 100 entries with 
animals (including a team of percher- 
ons); old-fashioned costumes; antique 
automobiles; cycles of all kinds; red, 
white and blue everything; Olympic 
torch bearers; and many other origin- 
al subjects will line up at the corner of 
the Horton Bay and Boyne City Roads 
promptly at noon, when the road will 
be closed to traffic. 

Joining the parade entries will be 
the Boyne City High School Marching 
Band, a National Guard Artillery unit 
from Cheboygan, antique fire engines 
from Boyne City and Charlevoix, 
teenage and older kings and queens, 
the oldest resident of the area, the 
youngest resident, and many others. 

Inspector Constable from the 
Norfolk County Constabulary in 
England, who is the house guest of 
Sheriff George T. Lasater wiil be 
there. Inspector Mansfield, common- 
ly called a ‘‘Bobby,’’ will be in full 
professional regalia and is expected 
to delight all paradegoers. 

The first three winners in each of 
the several categories will receive 
ribbons, awarded by Elmer Braun of 
the Horton Bay Club, who furnishes 
the parade committee with a loud 


speaker system, but who really 
doesn’t have to use it.

to “4 cup 
% cup buttermilk 


In medium size mixing bowl, stir 
together flour, baking powder, soda, 
salt and sugar. Cut in shortening until 
mixture resembles coarse crumbs, 
Add cereal and buttermilk, stirring 
until dough leaves side of bowl. 
Spread dough evenly in greased 8 
inch round cake pan. 

Bake in oven at 450 degrees about 
20 minutes or until lightly browned. 
Cut into six wedges and serve warm 
with fruit sauce.

McCune Art Show judge talks about art 


“Just tell me why it’s 
supposed to be so beau- 
tiful,”’ is the frequent 
challenge of those who 
don’t like art shows. 

Robert Veryzer, who 
is in the business of ex- 
plaining art and who 
will be judging the up- 
coming Crooked Tree 
Arts Show, thinks 
everyone responds to 
art, but he said, they 
enjoy it more as they 


become more  know- 
ledgeable. 
Veryzer has spent 


years teaching design, 
as head of the design 
department at the 
famous Cranbook Aca- 
demy at Bloomfield 
Hills, also teaching at 
the Center for Creative 


Studies in Detroit and 
now at Purdue Uni- 
versity. 

Veryzer and his artist 
wife Marion have their 


permanent home in 
East Jordan, though 
they are down at 


Purdue while classes 
are in session. 

For 30 years, how- 
ever, he worked at Gen- 
eral Motors, involved in 
the design of such cars 
as the Corvair and the 
Stingray as well as in 
teaching design at Gen- 
eral Motors Tech Cen- 
ter. 

And-now this expert 
in design will be judge 
for the Juried Fine Arts 
Show starting July 7 
and running to July 28 


at the McCune Arts 
Center in Petoskey. The 
show, of course, is open 
to the public. 

“You use design in 
art,’’ Veryzer continu- 
ed, adding that a judge 


looks at ‘‘basic ele- 
ments of design and at 
technical ability’ in 


finding the quality of 
the work. But what 
makes it ‘‘fine art’’ is 
how successful the 
artist is in conveying a 
message. 

What kind of mes- 
sage, we asked. 

Veryzer responded 


that the message was a 
matter of feeling, ‘‘a 
light, festive feeling,’’ 
or something ‘'to create 
depth of feeling.’’ 
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Graphics, which is 
one of the categories to 
be included at the show, 
is the use of two-dimen- 
sional space. The artist 
is concerned here with 
how color or line or both 
can express feeling. 
“You take a Mondrian 
painting—it’s pretty 
close to graphics,’’ he 
said. Vetyzer was refer- 
ting to Mondrian’s rec- 
tangles of color, which 
have frequently been 


adapted by fabric des- 
igners and others. 

The difference, in a 
nutshell, between fine 
art and design, Veryzer 
said, is that design is 
used, as in the case of a 
house design, and fine 
art is looked at—as in 
the case of a painting 
hung on the wall. 

Besides gtaphics, the 
show at the McCune Art 
Center in Petoskey will 
include paintings, 


sculpture, and mixed 
media. 
Mixed media, he 


said, is the combining 


of materials. ‘‘Just 
about anything goes, 
these days. You can 


paint a picture and add 
driftwood,’’ he said, by 
way of an example. 
Veryzer’s own ‘'‘per- 
sonal ‘ involvement 
would be water colors,”’ 
he said. He paints for 
his own pleasure, but 
often sells his work.

We love our children. And we pity 
the Chinese, because only one child 
per family is being allowed. They’re 
being very strict about it over there in 
order to keep the number of Chinese 
below the amount of available food 
and housing. 

But the Chinese are the future. The 
rest of the world is lagging in popu- 
lation consciousness. A chart pub- 
lished this month by the Audubon 
Society shows that at AD 1, the world 
contained about 200 million people. 
By 1850 it hit one billion. Qnly 100 
years later it hit 2.3 billion—more 
than double. 

It is now already at 4.4 billion! And 
by the time our kindergarteners are 
18, another billion will have been 
added. The billions are being added 
faster and faster. 

In the United States we consume 
far more per person than do people 
anywhere else, so although U.S. 
population increases only about one 
percent per year (mainly by immigra- 
tion), we contribute to the problem 
negatively by misuse of the environ- 
ment and very expansive tastes in 
consumerism.

the old Howe Tannery that hopefully 
will hold enough water to drive the 
wheel. 

If you want to remember some of 
the early days, they have also 
constructed a sluice to take the water 
from the tank on a fast trip downhill 
to push the wheel and then the water 
flows out to a pond that the company 
built. It is almost a Rube Goldberg 
type contraption that is appealing to 
the eye. 


Only in the last decade or so have 
countries in the Third World been 
willing to look at population controls. 
Customs, religion, and economies 
have prevented change. 

For example, custom in some 
African communities requires large 
families because farm land is al- 
lotted to families according to the 
number of children in the family. The 
larger the family, the more land 
father gets, and the greater his prom- 
inence. 

In other countries, grown children 
are the only ‘‘social security’ parents 
can have, so they make sure there 
will be some children to survive to 
adulthood by having a large family. 

The Audubon story said by 1960 
biological resources started falling be- 
hind relative to the number of earth’s 
inhabitants. So now we have to get 
behind several programs. One is the 
limitation of immigration, which Con- 
gress has begun. We can’t encourage 
other countries to consider us the 
solution to their over populating 
practices. We have already added a 
possible 10 million of illegal immi- 
grants, not to.mention legal immigra- 
tion and refugees. 

At the same time we bar the doors, 
however, we must increase our efforts 
to solve Third World problems, 
especially in view of our being one of 
the fortunate ‘‘haves.’’ 

And we must begin to look at our 
own customs—our allowing topsoil to 
blow away, our paving good farmland 
into shopping malls, and so on. 

We must also face the need for 
family planning around the globe, 
and support it, instead of pulling back 
as our administration is now doing. 
Yes, avoid abortion, but no to no 
control.

Resource inventory fieldwork 
to begin in Charlevoix County 


The 1984 Natural 
Resources Inventary 
field work will begin 
soon in Charlevoix 
County. This inventory 
of land anc water res- 
ources was authorized 
by Congress in the Nat- 
ural Resource Act of 
1976 and is conducted 
by the Soil Conserva- 
tion Service, an agency 
of the United States 
Department of Agricul- 
ture. Soil Conservation 
Service personnel from 


the Boyne City field of- 
fice will be performing 
the field work in the 
county and may be 
asking landowners per- 
mission to visit their 
Jand. 

The inventory = is 
based on 160-acre sam- 
ple units scattered ran- 
domly over the county. 
Current land cover and 
use, current and past 
erosion, wildlife habi- 
tat, and built-up land 
ate some examples of 


the information gather- 
ed from each sample 
unit, 

This year nearly 200 
sample units will be 
field checked in the 
county. Combined with 
the sample units com- 
pleted in 1981, this will 
provide an 11 percent 
sampling intensity 
which will provide sta- 
tistically valid data on 
the land and water res- 
ources at the county 
level. This data will be 


available to the county 
board of commissioners, 
the planning commis- 
sion, the soil conserva- 
tion district, and other 
interested agencies and 
individuals. 

The current plan calls 
for the same sites to be 
inventories again at the 
end of 10 years in order 
to assess changes in the 
resource base over 
time. The information 
collected has not been 
collected by any other 


inventory, At the

Police list legal 
fireworks 


To help clear up the 
annual confusion over 
which fireworks are 
legal, the Michigan 
State Police offer some 
definitions and precau- 
tions to help Fourth of 
July celebrants have a 
safe and legal holiday. 

The only fireworks 
which may be sold at 
the retail level and used 
by the general public 
are restricted to: toy 
paper caps, snakes, toy 
smoke devices, toy trick 
noise makers, wire 
sparklers (size #14 or 
less), flitter sparklers, 
and both cone and cyl- 
inder fountains. 

Any other fireworks 
are illegal for sale and 
use unless proper per- 
mits are obtained from 
the local governing 
body. Fireworks which 
send a@ projectile into 
the air, spin, twirl, or 
emit an audible signal 
(excluding toy paper 
caps and trick noise 
makers) are illegal. 
Local jurisdictions may 
have more restrictive 
ordinances. Contact 
them for additional in- 
formation, 


Fire marshal officers 
stress that many chil- 
dren, and adults as 
well, are seriously 
burned or injured each 
year while playing with 
fireworks and  em- 
phasize that caution 
should be used. These 
safety precautions are 
suggested: 

Make sure the fire- 
works are legal for use 
by local ordinance and 
state law; 

Check for manu- 
facturer’s label and in- 
structions for use on all 
fireworks—illegally 
Manufactured fireworks 
tarely have either;
